Nick Joh nson died from th e wound 
received from a revolver in th e h ands 
of Ch ss. Dsh l on Wednesdsy of last 
week at th e Lumberman’s h ospital 
Sunday morning and no statement 
was made by h im before h e died as 
to th e sh ooting, and Cbas. Dah l occu­ 
pies a felon’s cell at th e county jail 
ch arged with manslaugh ter in th e 
second degree. 
Th e case is a peculiar one in many 
respects for th e two men were friends 
and no trouble existed or bad existed 
between th em if th e statements of 
disinterested parties are trne. Both 
men were h ard drinkers and during 
th e day h ad been indulging th eir 
appetites for liquor to more th an an 
ordinary degree aud were intoxicated, 
but th e prisoner wan not so drunk 
but th at h e remembers th e circum­ 
stances, as h is testimony before th e 
coroners jury, publish ed below, will 
indicate. 
Dah l’s Brainerd record is 
not of th e best and h e is considered 
to be a bad man, h aving recently 
served a jail sentence of 90 days for 
robbery. 
He appear» to be bowed 
down with grief ovor th e fatal ter­ 
mination of th e spree of a week ago 
Nick Joh nson, th e man killed, was 
a h armless individual and a man wh o 
spent h is money th at h e earned for 
drink, and h ad been around Brainerd 
for some time. 
It is stated th at h a 
h as a wife and family and an aged 
fath er and moth er in Ch ristiaoia, 
Norway. 
On Monday Coroner Dean sum­ 
moned a jury and an inquest was h eld 
over th e remains, th e following being 
th e testimony of th e witnesses and 
th e verdict of th e jury: 
Ch a« Dah l, th e prisoner, was th e 
firnt witness sworn, and h is testimony 
was as follows: 
“Am 27 year» old 
and h ave been in th is oountry eigh t 
years th is fall, five years in Brainerd, 
and h ave known Nick Joh nsoa th ree 
years. Saw h im 
last Wednesday 
nigh t at Moberg's saloon and around 
'th ere all day. 
We were drinking 
togeth er, were also at Parson & Swan­ 
son’s. 
Don’t know exact time of 
ah ooting. 
Wh en I came from Mo- 
berg’a th ere was a crowd standing 
around a dog kicking it and said h e 
was sick and oouldn’t walk. 
I went 
into Cbas. Swanson’s and aaked h im 
if h e h ad a revolver, and h e said no. 
1 went into Moberg’s and got a re­ 
volver and wh en I went oat th e dog 
was gone. I was drunk. 
Went back 
into Swanson’s and out again and 
went into th e closet and was sitting 
th ere aud Nick Joh nson came np 
th ere. Don’t know if h e went with 
me or not. 
1 ait down with revolver 
in my h ands in closet and h e was 
standing in front of th e door, wh en I 
was buttoning up my pants, I h ad 
th e revolver in my h ands and I touoh - 
ed th e revolver and it went off. I 
asked Joh nson “Did I sh oot you?” 
and h e didn’t say anyth ing and I 
went in th e saloon and h anded th e 
revolver to Nsls. Peterson or Henry 
Moberg and I said “I th ink I sh ot 
Nick, let us go and see.’’ After Nick 
was sh ot h e went into back room and 
laid down. 
We went into th e back 
room and I opened h is sh irt and pants 
and found blood on h im but oouldn’t 
find bullet h ole. I went from th ere 
over to th e new h otel with Ch as. Mol- 
gren and th e policeman arrested me 
th ere. I got th e revolver to sh oot 
th e dog; never h ad a revolver to 
Didn’t drop 
Molgren said 
h e saw me sh oot h im. 
1 never said I 
wanted to kill a man th at day th at I 
know of. I remember wh at h appen­ 
ed. 
Was not so drank bat wh at I 
remembered wh at I h ave told jury. 
Don't know wh ose dog it was. I gave 
it some grub. Th e men were kicking 
it and I told th em not to and th ey 
said kill h im, and th at waa wh y I got 
th e gun. Got th e revolver in th e af­ 
ternoon.” 
Th e testimony given by 
Ch aa. 
Swanson was substantially as follows: 
“I reside id Brainerd and run a saloon 
on Laurel street. 
I know Dah l and 
Joh nson, saw Dah l on Wedneaday 
and talked with h im. 
About 6 o’clock 
as near as I can judge h e came in to 
me and asked me for cartridges for 
revolver, at th e same time pulling it 
out of h is pocket and sh owing it to 
me. 
I told h im I didn’t h ava cart­ 
ridges of th at kind, aud aaked h im 
wh at h e was going to do with th em. 
He said T am going to sh oot some 
one ont h ere.’ I told h im h e must not 
do th at. 
He was laugh ing a little 
aad went out th e back door. 
Th at 
was th e last I saw of h im and was 15 
or 20 minutes before th e sh ooting. 
He was under th e influence of liquor 
but waa not so intoxicated in my 
opinion at not to know wh at h e was 
doing. He did not mention th e dog 
to me, but said “I want to ah oot aome- 
body” and 1 didn’t know or h ear any­ 
th ing aboitasick dog.” 
Henry Moberg was sworn and tes­ 
tified to taking th e revolver away 
from Dsh l, it beiog 32 calibre, and to 
th e coming into h is saloon of Joh n­ 
son, and to h is going for a doctor. 
Joh n Jacobson, 
a witness to th e 
affair testified as follows: 
“Am 23 
years old and h ave been in Brainerd 
one week. 
Know both partiee. 
Waa 
in Laurel street ealoous on Wednes­ 
day. Saw Dah l in Swanson’s. 
He 
wanted cartridges and said h e want­ 
ed to kill some one. 
Held th e revol­ 
ver np and pointed 
it at my partner. 
He asked Swanson for cartridges ten 
minutes before man was sh ot. 
I waa 
; close to th em wh en pistol went off. 
Th ey were between th e closet and 
, door, th ree of th em. 
Saw th e flash 
and h eard th e report of th e revolver. 


J ohnson yelled. They went into Mo- 
bergs. I went into Petereon’a, end 
then to Moberg’a and aaw J ohnson 
and Dahl and aaw Henry take revol­ 
ver away from Dahl- 
Heard Dahl 
eay gnn foil down and when ho went 
to pick it np it went off. Wont book 
to room and tried to got J ohnson np.” 
Dr. A. F. Groves testified that to­ 
gether with Dr. Cemp they held on 
autopsy and that the man came to bus 
death from a gnn shot wound m the 
left side. 
The verdict of the coroner’s jury 
was as follows: 
“ We find thet said Nick. J ohnson 
came to his deeth from a gnn shot 
wound fired from a revolver in the 
hands of one Charles Dahl, on or

Nick Johnson died frooi the wound 
received from a revolver in the banda 
of Chaa. Dahl on Wedneaday of las! 
week at the Lumberman’s hospital 
Sunday morning and no statement 
was made by him before he died aa 
to the shooting, and Chaa. Dahl occu­ 
pies a felon’s cell at the eounty jail 
charged with manslaughter in the 
second dsgree. 
The case is a peculiar one in many 
respects for the two men were friends 
and no trouble existed or had existed 
between them if the statements of 
disinterested parties are true. Both 
men were hard drinksrs and during 
the day had been indulging their 
appetites for liquor to more than an 
ordinary degree aud were intoxicated, 
but the prisoner was not so drunk 
but that he remembers the circum­ 
stances, aa his testimony before tha 
coroners jury, published below, will 
indicate. 
Dahl's Brainerd record is 
not of the best and he is considered 
to be a bad man, having recently 
served a jail sentence of 90 days for 
robbery. 
He appears to be bowet 
down with grief over the fatal ter­ 
mination of the spree of a week ago 
Nick Johnson, the man killed, 
a harmless individual and a man who 
spent his money that he earned for 
drink, and had been around Brainerd, 
for some time. 
It is stated that he 
has a wife and family and an aged I 
father and mother in Christiania, 
Norway. 
On Monday Coronar Dean aum 
monad a jury aud sd inquest was hale 
over the remains, the following being 
the testimony of tha witnesses soc 
the verdict of the jury: 
Cha*. Dahl, the prisoner, was the 
first witness sworn, and his testimony 
was as follows: 
“Am 27 years old 
and have beau in this country eight 
years this fall, five years in Brainerd, 
and have known Nick Johnson three 
years. Saw him 
last Wednesday 
night at Moberg’s saloon and around 
'there all day. 
We were drinking 
together, were also at Parson & Swan­ 
son’s. 
Don’t know sxaot tim# of 
shooting. When I cams from Mo­ 
berg’s there was a crowd standing 
around a dog kicking it and said he 
was siok and oouldn’t walk. 
I went 
into Chaa. Swanson's and asked him 
if he had a revolver, and he said no. 
I went into Moberg’s and got a re­ 
volver aud when I went out the dog 
was gone. I was drunk. Weut back 
into Swanson's and out again and 
went into the closet and was sitting 
there and Niok Johnson came up 
there. Don’t know if he went with 
me or not. I ait down with revolver 
in my bands in doest and he was 
standing in front of the door, when I 
waa buttonmg up my pants, I had 
the revolver in my hands and I touch­ 
ed th# revolver and it want off. I 
asked Johnson “Did I shoot you?” 
aud he didn’t say anything and I 
went in the saloon and handed the 
revolver to Nela. Peterson or Henry 
Moberg and I said “I think I shot 
Nick, let us go and see.” After Nick 
was shot he went into back room and 
laid down. 
We went into the baok 
room and I opened his shirt and pants 
and found blood on him but oouldn’t 
find bullet hole. I went from there 
over to the new hotel with Chaa. Mol- 
gren and the policeman arrested, me 
there. I got the revolver to shoot 
the dog; never had a revolver to 
anything before. 
Didn’t drop 
it, revolver- 
Chaa. Molgren said 
he saw me shoot him. I never said I 
wanted to kill a man that day that I 
know of. I remember what happen­ 
ed. 
Was not so drank bat what I 
remembered what I have told jury. 
Don’t know whose dog it waa. I gave 
it some grub. The mea were kicking 
it sud I told them not to and they 
amid kill him, and that waa why I got 
the gun. Got the revolver in the af­ 
ternoon.” 
The testimony given by Chaa. 
Swanson was substantially as follows: 
“I reside in Brainerd and run a saloon 
on Laurel street. I know Dahl and 
Johnson, saw Dahl on Wednesday 
and talked with him. About 6 o’clock 
aa near as I can judge he came in to 
me and asked me for cartridges for 
revolver, at the same time pulling it 
out of his pocket and showing it to 
ma. I told him I didn’t have cart­ 
ridges of that kind, and laked him 
what he wee going to do with them. 
He said 'I am going to shoot some 
one out here.’ I told him he must not 
do that. He wee laughing i little 
and went out the back door. 
That 
waa the last I saw of him and waa 15 
or 20 minutes before the shooting. 
He was nnder the influenoe of liquor 
but wee not so intoxicated in my 
opinion ae not to know what he was 
doing. He did not mention the dog 
to me, but said “I want to shoot some­ 
body” and I didn’t know or hear any­ 
thing abo! t a sick dog.” 
Henry Moberg was sworn and tes­ 
tified to taking the revolver away 
from Dahl, it being 32 calibre, and to 
the coming into hie saloon of John­ 
son, and to his going for a doctor. 
John Jacobson, a witness to the 
affair testified aa follows: 
“Am 23 
yean old and have been in Brainerd 
one week. Know both parties. Was 
in Laurel street saloons on Wednea­ 
day. Saw Dahl in Swanaon’s. 
He 
wanted cartridges and said he want­ 
ed to kill some one. 
Held the revol­ 
ver up and pointed it at my partner. 
I He asked Swan sou for cartridges ten 
: minutes before man was shot I waa 
; close to them when pistol went off. 


I They were between the closet and 
door, three of them. 
Saw the flash 
and heard the report of the revolver. 


Johnson yelled. Hwy west into Mo* 
bergs. I went into Peterson’*, and 
then to Moberg’a and saw J 
and Doh! and aaw Haory tnt 
ver away from Dahl- 
Hsard Dahl 
say gun foil down and whan ho went 
to pick it op it went off. Wont book 
to room end tried to got Johnson ap.” 
Dr. A. F. Groves testified that to­ 
gether with Dr. Camp they hold 
autopsy and that the man earns to hie 
death from a gun shot wound rn tho 
loft aide. 
Tho verdict of tho ooronePe jury 
wa* aa follows: 
“We find that said Nick. Johnson 
earn# to his death from n gun 
wound fired from a revolver in 
hands of on# Charles Dahl, on or 
shoat 6p. rn, Wednesday, Die. lith, 
1895. 
C. D. J onsov, 
A. G. Tsommald, 
P. M. Laoebquist. 
A. Olsox. 
E. ML WESTFALL. 
C. E . Co l i.

idem,, Mrs. Jesse Smith, and to be 
read in the meetings. 
SepL 17th the president called 
the county jail, but did not visit tile 
prisoners, as neither the sheriff or 
deputy were present. 
She also called 
at the Lumbermen’s Hospital, visit­ 
ing each patient. 
Sept. 28tb, Miss Williard’abirthda 
Mrs. Smith and Mrs. Allen, recen 
appointed superintendent of the Loyal 
Temperance Legion, spent one half 
the day in the interest of the L. T. L 
Since Oct. 1st four visits have been 
made to the Lumbermen’s Hospital 
and four to the county jail. Flowers 
were taken to the hospital as long as 
they could be obtained. Papers and 
magazines are taken to both the bos 
pita! and the jail. 
A confirmed inva­ 
lid. who has been confined to his bed 
for three years, and to hts house for a 
much longer period, is regularly vis­ 
ited in connection with hospital visits 
The Union received a pleasant and 
profitable visit in November from 
Min. Emily Merritt, of Duluth, presi 
dent of the Fifteenth and Sixteenth 
districts of the W. C. T. U. 
Mrs. C. J. Veon has in the past 
three months supplied the waiting 
looms of the N. P. depot with about 
500 pages of literature. 
Since Sept. 5, 1895, the Union hat 
held three coffees, the first with Mrs 
Alien, one of the members gained 
since the last report. 
Through the 
energetic efforts and the hospitality of 
Mrs. Allen the occasion was both 
profitable and pleasant. 
On Nov. 1st Mrs. E. O. Parks kindly 
opened 
her pleasant home to the 
Union for a coffee, which was well 
patronized. 
Dec. 4th Mrs. Julia McDonald ex 
tended the same courtesy to us, and 
all who attended felt that it was one 
of the most enjoyable gatherings we 
have held. 
The aum of 818 has been 
raised by the last three coffees. 
Our L. T. L. now numbers about 
forty members. 
The meetings are 
held every Saturday afternoon at 
o'clock in the vestry of the Baptist 
church. 
Since our last report two members 
have been added to our roll, one 
active and one honorary, Ute latter 
being one of the pastors of our city. 
We hope to be able to accomplish 
work through the winter, and will be 
very glad to receive new members at 
any of our regular meetings, which 
are held every second Tuesday at 3 
o’clock p. m. in the Y. M. C. A. par 
lur.

I lie place had been 
entirely overgrow n by giant fir trees 
I .Vt to goo years old. and as it m ust 
have taken a long tim e to form tim 
half mile o f land betw een ilu* sjs*t 
tin*! tile present m e r bank, it Is e s­ 
tim ated th a t the Im w ider m ust have 
been throw n up fully IOO years ago. 
Hut the most rem arkable point about 
this relic is that it plainly show s th at 
the luiad of man has worked upon it, 
tis one aide o f it has been cu t dow n to 
a perfectly sm ooth, level edge, and 
deep, acini circular grooves have been 
cut into it lengthw ise.

Nick Johnson died from the wound 
received from a revolver in the handa 
of Chas. Dahl on Wednesday of last 
w<‘fk at the Lumberman's hospital 
Sunday moruing aud no statement 
was made by him before he died as 
to the shooting, and Chas. Dahl occu­ 
pies a felon's cell at the county jail 
charged with manslaughter in the 
second degree. 
The case is a peculiar one in many 
respects for the two men were frieads 
and no trouble existed or had existed 
between them if the statements of 
disinterested parties are true. 
Both 
men were hard drinkers sod during 
the day had been indulging their 
appetites for liquor to more than an 
ordinary degree and were intoxicated, 
but the prisoner was uot so drunk 
but that he remembers the circum­ 
stances, as his testimony before the 
coroners jury, published below, will 
indicate. 
Dahl’s Brainerd record is 
not of the best aud he is considered 
to be a bad man, having recently 
aerved a jail sentence of DO days for 
robbery. 
He appears to be bowed 
down with grief ovor the fatal ter­ 
mination of the spree of a week ago. 
Nick Johnson, the man killed, was 
a harmless individual and a man who 
spent his money that he earned for 
drink, aud had been around Brainerd 
for some time. 
It is stated that he 
has a wife and family and an aged 
father and mother in Christiania, 
Norway. 
On Monday Coroner Dean sum­ 
moned a jury and an inquest was held 
over the remains, the following being 
the testimony of the witnesses and 
the verdict of the jury: 
Chaw Dahl, the prisoner, was the 
firot witness sworn, and his testimony 
was as follows: 
“Am 27 years old 
and have been in this country eight 
years this fall, five years in Brainerd, 
and have known Nick Johnson three 
years. 
Saw 
him 
last Wednesday 
night at Moberg's salooo and around 
there all day. 
We were drinking 
together, were also at Parson & Swan­ 
son’s. 
Don’t know exaot time of 
shooting. 
When I came from Mo- 
berg’a there was a crowd standing 
around a dog kicking it and said he 
was sick and couldn’t walk. 
I went 
into Chas. Swanson's and asked him 
if he had a revolver, and he said no. 
1 went into Moberg's and got a re­ 
volver mod when I went out the dog 
was gone. I was drank. 
Went back 
into Swanson's and out again and 
went into the closet and was sitting 
there antf Nick Johnson came up 
there. 
Don’t know if he went with 
me or not. 
I sit down with revolver 
in my hands in oloset and he was 
standing in front of the door, when I 
was buttoning np my pants, I had 
the revolver in my hands and I touoh- 
ed the revolver and it went off. 
I 
asked Johnson “Did I shoot you?’’ 
and he didn’t say anything and I 
went in the saloon and handed the 
revolver to Nels. 
Peterson or Henry 
Moberg and I said “I think I shot 
Nick, let us go and see.” 
After Nick 
was shot he went into back room and 
laid down. 
We went, into the back 
room and I opened his shirt and pants 
and found blood on him but oouldn’t 
find bullet hole. 
I went from there 
over to the new hotel with Chus. Mol- 
gren aud the poliooman arrested me 
there. 
I got the revolver to shoot 
the dog; never had a revolver to 
;wh<"»ot anything before. 
Didn’t drop 
revolver- 
Chas. 
Molgren said 
he saw me shoot him. 
1 never said I 
wanted to kill a man that day that I 
know of. I remember what happen­ 
ed. 
Was not so drunk but what I 
remembered what I have told jury. 
Don’t know whose dog it was. I gave 
it some grub. The men were kicking 
it aud I told them not to and they 
said kill him, and that was why I got 
the gun. Got the revolver in the af­ 
ternoon.” 
The testimony given by 
Chas. 
Swanson was substantially as follows: 
“I reside in Brainerd and run a saloon 
on Laurel street. 
I know Dahl aud 
Johnson, saw Dahl on Wednesday 
and talked with him. 
About 6 o’clock 
as near as I can judge be came in to 
me and asked me for cartridges for 
revolver, at the same time pulling it 
out of his pocket and showing it to 
me. 
I told him I didn’t have cart­ 
ridges of that kind, aud asked him 
what he was going to do with them. 
He said T am going to shoot some 
one ont here.’ I told him he must not 
do that. 
He was laughing a little 
and went out the back door. 
That 
was the last I saw of him and was 15 
or 20 minutes before the shooting 
He was under the influence of liquor 
but was not so intoxicated in my 
opinion as not to know what he was 
doing. He did not mention the dog 
to me, but said “I want to shoot some­ 
body” and 1 didn’t know or hear any­ 
thing aboitasick dog.” 
Henry Moberg was sworn and tes­ 
tified to taking the rovolver away 
from Dshl, it being 32 calibre, and to 
the coming into his saloon of John­ 
son, and to his going for a doctor. 
John Jacobson, s witness to the 
affair testified as follows: 
“Am 23 
years old and have been in Brainerd 
one week. 
Know both parties. 
Was 
in Laurel street ealoous on Wednes­ 
day. 
Saw Dahl in Swanson's. 
He 
wanted cartridges and said ho waut- 
cd to kill some one. 
Held the revol­ 
ver up and pointed it at my partner. 
He asked Swanson for cartridges ten 
minutes before man was shot. 
I was 
close to them when pistol went off. 
1 They were between the closet and 
I door, three of them. 
Saw the flash 
i and heard the report of the revolver. 


Johnson yelled. They went into Mo- 
bergs. 
I went into Petoreon’e, end 
then to Moberg’s end sew Johnson 
end Dshl end sew Henry take revol­ 
ver awey from Dahl- 
Heard Dahl 
say gun fell down end when he went 
to pick it up it went off. 
Went baok 
to room end tried to get Johnson up.” 
Dr. A. F. Groves testified that to­ 
gether with Dr. Camp they held an 
autopsy end that the men cams to hia 
death from a gun shot wound m the 
left aide. 
The vtrdict of the ooronepe jury 
was aa follows: 
“We find that said Nick. Johnson 
came to hie death from a gun ahot 
wound fired from a rovolver in the 
hands of one Charles Dabl, on or 
about 6 p. m , Wednesday, Dec. 11th, 
1895.

Sept. 28th, Miss Williard’s birthday, 
Mrs. Smith and Mrs. Allen, recently 
appointed superintendent of the Loyal 
Temperance Legion, spent one half 
the day in the interest of the L. T. L. 
Since Oct. 1st four visits have been 
made to the Lumbermen’s Hospital, 
and four to the county jail. 
Flowers 
were taken to the hospital as long as 
they could be obtained. Papers and 
magazines are taken to both the hos­ 
pital and the jail. 
A confirmed inva­ 
lid, who has been confined to his bed 
for three years, and to his house for a 
much longer period, is rsgularly vis­ 
ited in connection with hospital visits. 
The Union received a pleasant and 
profitable visit in November from 
Mrs. Emily Merritt, of Duluth, presi­ 
dent of the Fifteenth and Sixteenth 
districts of the W. C. T. U. 
Mrs. C. J. Veon has in the past 
three months supplied the waiting 
looms of the N. P. depot with about 
500 pages of literature. 
Since Sept. 5, 1895, the Union has 
field three coffees, the first with Mrs. 
Allen, one of the members gained 
since the last report. 
Through the 
energetic efforts and the hospitality of 
Mrs. Allen the occasion was both 
profitable and pleasant. 
On Nov. 1st Mrs. E. O. Parks kindly 
opened 
her pleasant home to the 
Union for a coffee, which was well 
patronized. 
Dec. 4th Mrs. Julia McDonald ex­ 
tended the same courtesy to us, and 
all who attended felt that it was one 
of the most enjoyable gatherings we 
have held. 
The sum of S18 has been 
raised by the last three coffees. 
Our L. T. L. now numbers about 
forty members. 
The meetings are 
held every Saturday afternoon at 2 
o’clock in the vestry of the Baptist 
church. 
Since our last report two members 
have been added to our roll, one 
active and one honorary, the latter 
being one of the pastors of our city.

probably blown them into eternity. 
The packages were taken up by Col­ 
lector Philip Kirkwood, of Station L. 
One of them he found on the mail

bash avenue and Twenty-first street.

An attem pt has been made to 
figure out the pressure represented by 
such force expenditure. 
It lias been 
said th a t “it requires more force to 
sound a note gently on the piano than 
it does to lift the lid of a kettle.” 
This can he easily veritied by taking a 
imall handful of coins and piling them 
in a key of the piano. W hen a sufli- 
►ient quantity is piled on to make a 
tote sound, the coins may be weighed, 
fliit^tlie figure will he found to ho 
true. 
If the pianist is playing with 
great strength a much greater force 
is expended. At times a force of six 
pounds is launched upon a single key 
to produce a 
single effect. 
In the 
playing of chords the force is general­ 
ly spread over tin* various notes sound­ 
ed sim ultaneously, though a greater 
output of force is undoubtedly expend­ 
ed. 
It is this incessant application of 
concentrated force that gives pianists

J. C. Osgood, 
bartender waa sitting in a 'fchfti 
the stove and he says Reilly remained 
in a sitting position for half a hour 
when he arose and started for the 
rear room and as he crossed the 
threshold he took hold of his thro 
with hit left hand and with his right 
hand drove the blade of a pocket 
knife, about three inches long, into 
his neck under the right ear and 
ripped the keene blade out com plete­ 
ly severing the juglar and windpipe. 
It was done in an instant and Mr. 
Osgood jum ped for the man and 
oaught him just as he was falling. 
He was dead in five minutes. 
A 
poiiceL.:sr waa called and Coroner 
Dean notified who removed the body 
to the morgue at ouce. 
Reilly had on two previous occa­ 
sions tried to commit suicide, both 
times with a knife. 
The cause in the 
last and successful attem pt was un­ 
doubtedly despondency. 
Ho some 
time ago settled a claim against the 
B. & N. M. lly. for $200 aud had 
■pent the money. 
He waa a gam bler 
and had seen the various phases of 
life incident to the oconpation. 
The man was formerly from Ban­ 
gor, Maine, where it is said his aged 
m other lives. 
He waa about 50 years 
old.
